walk through street or field and will 
return and go to bed without knowl- 
edge of anything having transpired. 
The celebrated French physician, Born 
heim, tollb, iu his work on "Suggestive 
Therapeutics, " of a photographer of his 
acqnainUm'o who rose in the night anc 
finished (JIB work on which ho had been 
engaged during tho previous day anc 
was astonished on finding it finished 
when ho went to work ou the following 
morning. 
Painters have been knows 


to do superior work while asleep, and 
essays have been written and poems 
composed in the same way. 


A young countryman related an inci 


dent occurring in his own family. His 
brother was a sleepwalker and also fond 
of fishing. For a number of nights in 
succession ho would get up and go down 
through a long mp.idow to a creek aurl 
seize the root of a walnut tree growing 
ou tho bunk and pull and tug with all 
his might and at the same time calling 
for tho hired man to help him land o 
big fish. "I had heard, " said his broth- 
er, "that it would break a sleepwalker 
of the habit to wake him suddenly when 
lie was out rambling about, and I de- 
cided to try its efficacy on my brother 
Quo night I followed him when ho left 
the house. As I passed by thewoodyard 
I picked np the ax, and when we gnt to 
tho creek and he began tugging at his 
imaginary fish I cut the root and le 
him fall bn.oL.ward into about two foe 
of not very warm water. Ho came out a 
badly disorganized and somewhat fright 
ened boy. I have nover heard of hinr 
going fishing or otherwise walking ia 
his sleep since Lis ducking." 


Sometimes sleepwalkers go over plaeei 


where they would not dare go when 
awake, and tho fact that such things are 
frequently done with safety has let 
many to briliovo that they never bur 
themselves. 
Ordinarily that may be 


true, but there is at least one authentic 
record of one death resulting in that 
way. The sleepwalker walked off a high 
portico and died from tho fall. 


One ot the most singular nnd at tho 


same time snd cases of sleepwalking oc- 
curred near Bakersville, N. O., a foiv 
years ago. A young man of the name 
of Garland had been a sleepwalker from 
childhood. His rarnblings had always 
ended without harm to himself or others, 
and for that reason his wife usually 
paid little attention to his nocturnal ec- 
centricities. But o, new phase presented 
itself when ho began to stay away lougei 
at n time and always return "wringing 
wet," as tho washerwomen say. His 
wifo determined to follow him and ex- 
plore the mystery. When he left bis 
house, he followed the road to Tow riv- 
er and then look a rough, narrow pig 
trail leading up tho river. 


He picked his way through tho tan 


gled hemlock and laurel and over stones 
nnd fallen trees and along the summits 
of precipitous cliffs. 
His wife kept in 


sight by means of the moonlight waver 
ing through tho trees. For more than a 
milo the sleeper trudged on until he 
lame to a largo poplar tree which had 
fallen with its topmost limbs far out in 
the river. 
He walked the log till he 


amo to a large limb extending from it 


over tho water; then he got down and 
began crawling out OH the limb. 
The 


now thoroughly frightened wifo scroaru- 


d and called to him 10 wako up- and 
come back. 
He was awakened by the 


:ries, and, doubtless startled and con- 
fused by the situation, fell in to the river 
and was diowued. He had been getting 
up in his sleep, going up tho river, 
crawling out on that limb, jumping 
from there into the river, swimming to 
.he bank and returning home uncon- 
scious of anything that passe'd.

among silver men. Tbey should not 
div'de their strength by supporting 
parties whose records show that they 
are opposed to free coinage. While 
there are silver men ir> the Republican 
and Democratic parlies, they can ac- 
complish no monetary reform through 
those party organizations because they 
are opposed to the remonetization of 
silver. 


The League adopted an address to 


the people of the United States, in 
which is recounted the repeal of the 
silver purchase law and the establish- 
ment of the single gold standard. 
These acts have beiin followed by 
steadily increasing depression. Gold 
has increased in value, industries every- 
where paralyzed, labor is unsteady and 
precarious, business immproved and 
debtors bankrupt. 


The League asserts that there is no 


hopn of relief until the double stand- 
ard is restored and silver and gold are 
coined on equal terms at the mints at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. Voters are there- 
fore urged to nviko the financial ques- 
tion paramount to all other considera- 
tions on the election of State Legisla- 
tures, Congressmen and President. 


The League recommends that ti con- 


vention be held at some central pomt 
to perfect tin organization to uoik for 
this end, and a committee was ap- 
pointed to make arrangements tor such 
a convention. Jf the convention is held 
and it is dominated by men who are 
weddod to the old parties not much 
good can be expected from it. Free 
coinage can be secured only through 
the united action of men who believe 
it to be of greater importance to tho 
country than the success of Republi- 
canism or Democracy. Those who de- 
Bire silver restored to its historic posi- 
tion as a money metal mtibt sever their 
connection with tho Wall street twin 1. 
The decliration of Republicans and 
Democrats in a few miuiu;? States thai 
they are for free coinage is simply a 
movo in the interest of the cold trust 
to keep the silver men divided. Only 
10 per cent of tho Republicans in the 
present Congress voted lor free c >in- 
age, while -bout 46 ppr cent of the 
Democrats favored it. There is there- 
fore four and a-half times more prob- 
ability of Democrats passing o free 
coinage bill taan Republic a is; but the 
experience of the last four years has- 
proved to the people that neither will 
do it, in fact, as has been shown in the 
present Congress, Republicans rallj 
around the goldbug standard of the 
President aad vote to sustain his 
views.

name is Wee-Vo-Kah, though some- 
times called 
fo-Hee-Jow. 
Johnson 


Sides accompanied the Pawnee to 
Mason valley where they met Wee-Vo- 
Kah, 
Johnson said to Wee-Vo-Kah: 


"This Indian come heap long way to 
see you. He like to shake hands with 
you." Wee-Vo-Kah would not speak, 
neither would he shake hands with nor 
look at the stranger. The Pawnee put 
live silver dollars on Wee-Vo-Kah's 
hand, still he would not speak; Then 
ho put five more silver dollars iii his 
hand, but Wee-Vo-Kah kept silent. 
TUB P.u-rnee put the money on the 
ground, took out his peace pipe and 
passed it around. All smoked except 
Wee-Vo-Kah, who said "you Indians 
come from far away to kill ine by 
witchcraft." He then mounted his 
pony and galloped away toward Pine 
Grove. Tbe other Indians took the 
money and gave it back to the Pawnee, 
who said Wee-Vo-Kah was no good and 
not worth noticing, though it made 
h:m feel bad to be treated so by him. 
Johnson then told the Indians that 
they were not to blame for what Wee- 
Vo-Kah did and that they must treat 
their Pawnee friend with considera- 
tion. 
He advised them to pay no 


attention to Wee-Vo-Kah, who h.id 
boon tormenting them tor eight year?, 
as he gives them no protection and 
they should not bother with hi.~n mo.-e 


The Pawnee told the whites that the 


Indians eafat of the Kooky Mountains 
had hoard much of Wee-Vo-Kah. They 
thought he was a great man endowed 
with tbe spirit of prophecy,and at the re- 
quest of the Indians the Government 
aad commissioned him to visit Wee- 
Vo-Kah. He \vasnowsa1isfledthathe 
was a false prophet and did not amount 
to anything, and h9 would so tell bis 
people when he returned home.

" "IMPURITIES IN FOOD. 
"* 


They Are Not M Common as Many PenoM 


Bt&y Suppose* 


Singularly exaggerated ideas concern* 


ing tho adulteration of food are very 
generally held, a-cooi-rmiy; to Dr. H. W. 
Wiluy, choidist of th« United States d» 
parf-niont of agriculture 
S:uid, for In- 


stance, ia not sold with sugar — at least 
in the United States. 


The granulated and lump sugars in 


the market lira almost absolutely pure, 
powdered finger sometimes, though rare- 
ly, contains n littlo flour or starch, aud 
low grade sugars arci impure chiolly 
through the molasses aud water they 
are made to absorb in manufacture. 


Not as good a report can be given of 


Sirups. Thero is very Httlo pure maple 
sirup, most of what ia sold as such bo- 
Ing a mixture of glucose or cano sirups, 
With a small proportion of tho product 
of tho maple, while in an imitation ac- 
tually protected by a patent tho itiaplo 
flavor is given by an extract of hickory 
bark. Li (raid honey is largoly adulter- 
ated with glucose. 
Of r-onib honey, 


however, only that in bottles and jnrs 
is imViuro, tho old impression that comb 
honey on tho fraino is adulterated bar 
ing been proved to be erroneous. 


Ground colfeo is so largely adulterat- 


ed witu chicory, peas, beans, etc., thai 
it is rarely found pure, aud even the 
ungrouud berry is imitated. Tea is rare- 
ly mixed with foreign leaves, bet fre- 
quently has its weight increased by tho 
addition of salts of iron and copper — 
materials quits prejudicial to health. 
Cocoa aud chocolate are, largely adul- 
terated with starch and sugar, and 
products claimed to bo greatly improved 
as to digestibility mayhavo littlo of tho 
virtues of tho original cocoa beau left 
in them. 


A danger in canned goods is tho use 


of adulterated tin, which may contain 
as high as 13 per cent of lead, tho or- 
ganic Kails formed by tho corrosion of 
tho load being always poisonous. 
Tho 


common practice of coloring canned 
peas with copper is very objectionable. 
The uso of preservatives, such ns sali- 
cylic acid, i.s not without risk, while an 
occasional source ol danger is tho devel- 
opment of nitrogenous bodies called 
ptomaines in preserved moats. 
Tho 


abovo are illustrations of tho principal 
food adulterations, which, though baci 
enough, are insignificant in comparison 
with tho startling reports that have 
been published. 
Much tho greater part 


of foods wo eat is pure and wholesome.

Tlio V/uy of £.0113 Twilight. 


On first thought it scorns to bo a 


rather paradoxical statement that the 
nearer we approach to tho equator the 
shorter is that intermediate stage or 
transition from day to night and from 
night to day, which we call "twilight. " 
This boiug the cast1, however, tho period 
of duration of "the dim, uuccrcaia 
light" in nil tropical countries it, very 
short when compared with that of coun- 
tries of high northern or southern lati- 
tndo. 
Tho explanation is this: On tho 


equator the sun's path is at exact right 
nngJei wirh tho horizon. The la-;t beam 
of li:jhl, fades from view when tbe sun 
is at 18 degrees below tho horizon. 
This 18 degree mark is quickly reached 
at the equator for reasons given in the 
first sentence of this explanation.
